1 will swear 
that during October I sharpened that 
saw. I cannot give 
the 
date. The 


reason why I say the saw was filed Is 
that It wouldn't run if It wasn't sharp. 
I remember the plaintiff, asking1 me to 
sharpen the snw during the month of 
October. The saw was taken off at his 
request and sharpened. A saw la not 
dangerous when it is dull, neither will 
It throw up the stick which It is saw- 
ing. A person who runs a saw should 
be well instructed.

13 1-2 Years 


COUNTERFEITER NOT THE 


LEAST DISTURBED 


Baumenblitt Probably Will Be 


Released 


BOSTON, April 1C.—John Davis was 


convicted of counterfeiting in the U. 
S. court yesterday afternoon, 
before 


Judge Lowell, and 
sentenced 
to 
13 


years and six months In state prison, 
nnd to pay a fine ot $1. He was found 
guilty nn (wo Indictments, Including 11 
counts, on each of which the maximum 
sentence was Id years, or a total ot 
1«5 years 111 all if the maximum sen- 
tence had been imposed. Judge Low- 
ell however, sentenced Davis only on 
one indictment, but said he felt Unit 
almost the maximum sentence ought 
to be Imposed on that indictment. 


Davis never moved a muscle while 


the court was Imposing sentence. 
In- 


deed, thn suggestion of n smile played 
about his mouth as DIst.-Atfy Moul- 
ton described him as a man who was 
dangerous because of Ills cleverness. 


Joseph Baumenblitt. the second de- 


fendant, who had been put on trial with 
Davis, sat at the other end of the cage 
while his companion was being sen- 
tenced, and as they were both removed 
to the cage in the marshal's office they 
never spoke a word or noticed each 
other In the least. 
Baumenblitt turned stale's evidence, 


withdrew his plc:i of not guilty, nnd 
substituted one of guilty after the case 
had been on trial two days. He and 
-Novak will be brought up this morning 
before Judge Lowell, when their cases 
will be disposed of. 
The jury was out only 20 minutes 


when the verdict was returned. 
They 


did not retire to the grand jury room 
at all. but nt the suggestion of Judge 
Lowell, remained In the 
courtroom, 


which was cleared of spectators so ns 
to allow of the jury's deliberations. 


The exhibits In the case were so 


numerous that It would have been dif- 
ficult to remove them to the jury room, 
so the Jury were allowed to remain 
in the courtroom. 
They retired nt 3.40, 


and at 4 o'clock they returned Into 
court 
when the foreman 
announce'- 


that Davis was found guilty on every 
one of the 11 counts Included in the 
Indictments. 
The first indictment on which he waa 


convicted charged the. counterfeiting 
of three $10 notes, and the other three 
counts In that Indictment charged him 
with being In possession of counterfeit 
notes for a fraudulent purpose. 
The 


second Indictment charged him in flve 
counts with having photographed bank 


otcs for a fraudulent purpose. 
Haumcnblltl had test Hied that he and 


Davis and the other defendants, Novak. 
Stoin and F.irrar, had entered Into nil 
agreement to make and dispose of the 
counterfeit money, telling how the house 
was hired In Hevere. and of the material 
ami Implements bought for the making 
of the counterfeit money. 


DaviH did not testify and no witnesses 


wero called lo testify In his behalf. His 
counsel. Mr. Lcwenberg. argued that the 
government had not proved Its case and 
asUnl that his client should be acquitted. 


District Attorney Moulton argued for 


the government that the evidence made 
i\it an overwhelming case against Davis. 
The charge of Judge 
I-owell 
occupied 


only lo minute?!. 


When the verdict had been rendered 


Dlsliut Attorney Moullon moved for sen- 
tence and paid lli.u a previous charge, of 
counterfeiting had been brought against 
Davis in London, for forging bank of 
Encland notes. 
lie then turned state's 


evidence and through his testimony other 
counterfeiters were convicted. 


The district attorney paid that for the 


Information he then gave, as well as cer- 
tain facts about the making of notes 
wl.l.li were or v.ilue. Davis had received 
I3'>.«i. but he still apurently pursued bis 


nlawful course, until hl.s arrest at Re- 


vcre. 


Replying to Judge Lowell. Mr. Mnulton 


said bn did not seek to have sentence im- 
I'Osi d uii both Indictments. 


Judge Lowell then passed sentence as 


Mated, on the counterfeiting Indictment, 
plnclng the second on file. 


It is believed that Baumenblitt will he 


reU.ise-.l. bis case being placed on file.

based on the fact that he appealed a-a 
an individual and as a trustee from 
the decree of the probate court re- 
fusing to incorporate as a part of the 
will, the sealed letter by which Mr. 
Bennett expressed a wish 
that Mr. 


Bryan ghoul A have $50,000. 
It 
was 


claimed by the residuary legatees that 
this appeal is inconsistent with his du- 
ties as executor of the will and that 
he is unnecessarily delaying the settle- 
ment of thp estate. Jn the demurrer it 
was claimed for Mr. Biyan that in 
seeking to have the sealed letter 
corporated in the will he is not at- 
tacking the will or assuming a position 
of hostility toward it, but is attempt- 
ing to remove the ambiguity of the 
rlause in the will mentioning the let- 
ter.

finds that "there Is nothing to indicate

new industries should mine to our city, there must be something more lliiin 
the desire. There must be a practical public spirit. 


By some it has been proposed to Brunt exemption from taxation ns nn 


Inducement to companies to locate here, hut the law forbids that. 
Apiin 


It has been sup/Resti-d that the citizens should offer free 
sites. 
That 1ms 


been done In some cases with commendahie public spirit nnd it is good policy 
In case It proves efficacious in Inducing new Industries to locate here. 
In- 


deed it would be good policy It the statutes permitted to have the city assl.it 
in establishing a number of small Industries .under conditions 
that 
would 


guarantee their permanency and success. 


We should have a pi-eater variety of industries. Upon that our future 


Industrial salvation depends. Southern competition or 
other causes 
may 


blast the cotton Industry, hut with such a contingency cniifornlliiK us, we 
should encourage other industries lo locate here, so that If all 
1 the mills 


shut down the other industries will be sufflck-nt to support the community. 


The cotton Industry is so sensitive to business disturbances nnd so sub- 


ject to the effect of speculation that nt the present time, us for some years 
past. It is a very doubtful quantity on which to rely absolutely for support. 
Nothing but enterprise nnd public spirit can hrilifr about nn industrial con- 
dition that will protect the community against such contingencies. 


There have been several Instances In which by a little better display or 


public spirit we might have secured Industries thut located elsewhere. The 
board of trade hns often hud lo answer the question how much stock a cer- 
tain concern could sell In Lowell ns n condition of its locating here. When 
the answer Is a blunt nnd complete negative, the prospecting company nat- 
urally thinks it Is not wanted. Now we wish to any that the board of trade 
has no right to offer any such discouragement. 
It the members do not 


want to buy stock In a bona fide enterprise, that Is no reason 
why 
they 


should assert that nobody else would buy the stock. OC course we do not 
mean to imply that Lowell citizens should be Induced to 
buy 
stock 
of 


doubtful value, tmt when a reputable company otters stock for sale with 
every guarantee of safety nnd profit, the board of trnde Is hardly fulfilling 
the functions of Its organization If it discourages (he prospecting company 
from offering stock for sale direct to the people of Lowell outside the. board 
of trade. 


Until a spirit o£ enterprise is shown by.our citizens In general, anil 


until the board of trade realizes thnt It is keeping industries away rather 
than brlngine them here by asserting that the company can sell none ut 
Its stock In Lowell we cnnnot expect many new Industries to locate here. 


Let It be understood that during the last ten years or more the people 


of Lowell have lost several millions of dollars by speculating In mining and 
other stocks. If they stopped this form of speculation and Invested In new 
local enterprises they would be more likely to have a return for their money 
or nt least to get back the principal and nt the same time they would help 
build up a stable prosperity for our city. Therefore let it be urged upon all 
our business men and our citizens generally that enterprise nnd public spirit 
arc necessary to build up Industrial prosperity, that this 
enterprise 
and 


public spirit cannot be applied In n better way than In locating and building 
up new industries that will give employment at good wages to 
•> 
largo 


number of employes, both men nnd women. 


BRITISH REPORT ON OUR 
EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM. 


The report of the Mosely Educational commission sent here from Eng- 


land to invstigate our educational system has Just been Issued and makes 
a large nnd interesting volume, especially to educators who are always an 
the lookout for new Ideas, for suggestions of Improvement nnd anything 
by which they may facilitate the work of Imparting education. 


The scope of the commission's work was very large, embracing as it did, 


the development of individuality in the primary schools, the social and intel- 
lectual effects of the wide distribution of secondary education, the effect of 
specific instruction in business and applied science, the stale of opinion as 
to the value of professional and technical Instruction of university rank 
designed wilh special reference to the tasks of business life. 


It will be remembered thnt a short time ago Editor fit cad of London pub- 


lished n book on what he designated the Industrial Invasion of England by 
the Yankees. The book stirred ni> the British people to 
the 
extent that 


Mr. Musely suggested this commission to ascertain to what extent education 
In the United States Is responsible for her industrial progress and superi- 
ority. 


The eomr.-.ission arrived at some general conclusions which nro quite 


Important to the people of this country. 
One of these Is that the types of 


men that the educational methods of America have developed appear to lie 
cntitely different from the British types. President Kllot of Harvard and 
other prominent educators are held up ns examples of men who not only 
discharge tile duties of their office with ability hut go outside nnd display 
the organizing capacity that might be required in the hend of a great rnll- 
road. 


The comparison between President Kllot and the heads of the nritish 


universities who seldom if ever interfere with matters outside their official 
duties was certnlnly a strong point npalnst the latter and in favor of men of 
greater capacity. Reasoning inferentlally the commission hints thnt part of 
England's handicap lies in this difference In the calibre of the men in charge 
of the higher educational Institutions as leaving their impress by example 
nnd precept upon the minds of the students. 


Another point of excellence noted in the American educational system is 


the aim to make every boy fitted for some calling or in other words Its emi- 
nently practical character. 
This Is urged ns another point In which the 


Britons mny find it to their advantage to copy. 


"My observations." said Mr. Mnsley, "lead tne to believe (lint the average 


American boy when he leaves school is infinitely better lilted for his voca- 
tion and struggle In life than the r'r.Kllsh boy nnd In r-nnseqnciit-e '.hero 
are In the United States a smaller proportion

slide down hill and Join the- pauper, criminal or 'submerged tenth' class lh;in 
In England." 


The large amount of money expended for education in thin country IH 


also noted In connection with 'he prevailing belief that the s:ilv:iilnn of tho 
nation depends upon the education of the people, and t h a t It is bftti'r to 
support schools than to support .1alln. poorhoufes and Insane asylum*. 


One of the main poinls on which Mr. Mosiey critirl/es (he srhooH .tf the 


United Rtnjes H the employment of t;o many female teachers ns p.ilci'lated 
to produce femininity In the boys. He believes tln-rc should be more mrr., es- 
pecially In the grades above the pr'nmry s< boo! and that at the ;n:c of 
twelve yenrs the hoys should nil be placed under .n.ile ifiichers.

Mra. Ben Du Uar dlstln- 
guiHhed herself by the abil-
